Subject, —Import Policy for Registered Exporters for the period April, 1974— March, 1973. 

No. 144-ITC(PN)/74. —Attention is invited to the Import Policy for Registered Ex¬ 
porters as contained in the Impoit Trade Control Policy (Red Book--~Volume El) for the 
period April 1974—March, 1975 published under the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 44-ITC(PN)/74, dated the 2nd April, 1974. 

2. One of the items permitted in column 4 against the export of tyres with nylon cord 
against S. No, B.61.1 is “Caprolactum (50 per cent)”. This item was included in col. 4 under 
the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 112-ITC(PN)/74, dated the 6th August, 
1974. In terms of the remark No. (2) in column 5 against the said Serial Number B.61.1, 
the import of this item is to be 'allowed only in favour of a manufacturer of nylon cord 
who has been nominated by the exporter, A question has been raised as to how the 
nominee-manufacturer in such a case will utilise the balance REP entitlement since 
caprolactum is permitted only with 50 per cent value restriction. The matter has been 
examined and it has been decided that:— 

(i) Where an exporter of tyres with nylon eord falling under S, No. B.61,1 nomi¬ 
nates a manufacturer of nylon cord in terms of remark No, (1) in column 5 
against S. No. H.61.1 for the full fob value of export, and the nomination 
is otherwise acceptable, the nominee-manufacturer may bo allowed 
“Caprolactum” for a value not exceeding 25 per cent of the fob value of 
exports of tyres with nylon cord; 
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or 

(ii) It will be open to an exporter of tyres with nylon cotd falling under S, No, B.61.1 
to nominate a manufacturer of nylon cord against half of the fob value of 
exports of tyres with nylon cord. In such an event, the nominee-manufac¬ 
turer may be allowed ‘Caprolactum” for the full value of the REP entitle¬ 
ment for which the nomination has been made, provided the nomination is 
otherwise acceptable. In such a case, the exporter will be allowed to claim 
import replenishment against the balance 50 per cent of the fob value of 
his exports of tyres with nylon cold in accordance with the provisions of the 
import policy for Registered Exporters as laid down in the Red Book 
(Volume II) for April, 1974—March, 1975. 

or 

(in') Where an exporter of tyres with nylon cord falling under S, No. B.61.1 nomi¬ 
nates a m'anufaeturer of nylon cord in terms of remark No. (1) in column 5 
against S, No. B,61.1|l for the full f.o.b. value of export, and the nomination 
is otherwise permissible, the nominee-manufacturer may be allowed 
“Caprolactum" within 50 per cent of the permissible import replenishment 
against S. No. B.61.1 'as laid down in Public Notice No. 1I2-ITC(PN)/74, 
dated 6-8-1974 referred to above. For the balance 50 per cent of the re¬ 
plenishment, the nominee-manufacturer can apply for import of other items 
as may be permissible under the import policy for Registered Exporters as 
contained in the Red Book (Volume IT) for April, 1974—March, 1975. 

3. One of the items permissible in column 4 against the exports of “chains, all types” 
falling under S. No. A.61.5 is “permissible chemicals”. The following remark may be 
deemed to b'ave been inserted in column 5 against S. No. A.61.5 at page 70 in Red Book 
(Volume IT) for April, 1974—March. 1975:— 

“Against Permissible Chemicals, the items, namely, Caprolactum, D.M.T. Nylon 
and Polyester in any form will not be allowed.”
